Just finished our evening coord with civilian authorities. It is my assessment that we are very close to the point here in 
High River where the employment of military resources will no longer be required. 


During the past 24hrs, we have continued to assist the RCMP with their initial survey work of residential properties 
throughout the city. Military resources have been employed to assist the RCMP, ATCO and Fortis Power reps to get to 
properties in areas within the city that are still under water or covered in deep mud. The assault boats and our LAVs 
have allowed us to do this quite well. This survey work has been completed now, less a very small number of homes 
that cannot be accessed until water levels drop significantly in low lying areas. 


We have also assisted local authorities with rescuing a few citizens from their homes. Today there was an elderly lady 
and a wheel chair bound man who wanted to leave the city. We were able to assist the authorities with getting access 
to the properties. There are still a number of people who remain in their homes despite the mandatory evac order. We 
are starting to see more people decide to leave on their own because they are out of supplies and feel their homes are 
secure now. Others are simply fed up because the power has not been fully restored. 


We also recovered a EMS vehicle and another service vehicle out of two sink holes today. There were no injuries and 
the vehicles seem to be repairable. 


We have also assisted the various authorities with developing a common operating picture of the dangers within the 
city. Essentially we have developed a ground trace using a common map product and talc (kicking it old school). This 
trace is updated continually with safe routes, sink holes, danger areas and water levels etc so that key personnel are 
aware of the dangers and areas of concern can be prioritized. It also allows for safer movement of emergency services 
throughout the town. We are also using this product to track the progress of building inspections and safe zones where 
power can be restored. So it is a valuable tool for all involved in the disaster relief efforts. My Ops and int staff along 
with the Engrs have been instrumental in this effort. 


My soldiers have also been extremely beneficial with information passage throughout the city. We have been 
conducting route recces throughout the day in order to maintain awareness of the dangers in the city. During these 
tasks, local citizens have naturally gravitated towards my soldiers looking for information. So we have been able to 
provide them with contact numbers for the crisis centre and websites where they can seek answers to their questions. 
This has proven to be extremely beneficial. The soldiers have shown a level of professionalism and compassion that is 
extremely impressive to say the least. In fact the hardest thing to do as their commander is to hold them back. They 
simply want to help but we realize the limitations of our involvement here in High River. 


It is my assessment that after Tuesday, there is nothing that we are doing here that cannot be done by local or 
provincial authorities. We are simply augmenting civilian engineer efforts, helping pass information to local civilians and 
assisting with coordinating efforts. The civilian contractors and engineers have more resources and personnel at their 
disposal each day and they are making great progress. 


Tonight we are assisting the EOC staff with relocating their command post back to the High Schoo! where they started. 
Tomorrow | will also conduct an interview with CBC morning news and then we will support a media visit at approx 
1300hrs. We will continue with our support tasks to the RCMP and local authorities throughout the day but the focus of 
this assistance will largely be engineer related tasks such as plumbing and electrician work as weil as the use of assault 
boats in the city.

Subject: Command Level Sitrep 


Sir, 


Overall a very productive day that culminated with the deployment of the 3 VP BG to Medicine Hat (Sector East). The 
Brigade is in full swing now, and with the addition of the 41 CBG elements, we have over 2000 troops committed to the 
task. | do not believe that we should commit any more troops to the fray at this point - indeed | feel that we are only 24-48 
hours away from considering thinning out or reassignment of forces. 


LdSH(RC) - Sector West 


In addition to the initial evacuation of 120 pers with TCV from KANANASKIS Village, the coordination of evacuation of 
special needs personnel from WILLIAM WALTON LODGE (WW) has gone well, and 36 soldiers, 2 x GRIFFON, 1 x 
CORMORANT have managed to evacuate 73 pers with additional 35 to be evacuated by 0200 when military helos will 
come off station. As you are no doubt aware, the province is considering ordering an evacuation of the entire 
KANANASKIS region. With the remediation of Route 40 by our Engineers up to Kananaskis Village, and the evacuation 
of the special needs people in WWL, the Kananaskis authorities are now convinced that they can handle any further 
evacuation with their own means and will not require additional military assistance. Additionally, our assistance with the 
transportation of tools and parts to the Kananaskis Village means that they now have power and potable water. In the 
CANMORE Area, A Coy has been manning information posts on the re-entry points to COUGAR CREEK, and assisted in 
the pumping of water from the hospital in CANMORE (it is now open to ambs for first time in 2 days) - they will relocate to 
Bow River with the rest of the BG tomorrow morning. 


Assessment. The local authorities in Kananaskis and Canmore are now into the stage of re-entry and remediation, less 
the evacuation in WWL and South, which will now be managed by municipal and provincial assets. CO LdSH assesses 
that there are no longer any tasks for his personnel. The Calgary Stampede Breakfast Committee is laying on a 
Stampede Breakfast for his BG tomorrow morning. He will continue to liaise with authorities in both regions, but it is 
unlikely that there will be any further tasks from Canmore or KANANASKIS. | may be able to thin out or reassign the bulk 
of the BG in the next 24 hours, whether it be to Edmonton to reconstitute my Reserve, or to other tasks further East. 


1VP - Sector Central 


The focus is very much on continuing the clearance searches and approximately 20 percent of HIGH RIVER has now 
been searched in detail. CS has been established, co-located at fire hall with civil authorities. Under the lead of RCMP, 
elements are conducting house by house searches of town. For the next 24 hours, elements of the BG will continue to 
provide mobility support to joint EOC, Police, Power and Gas elements. These tasks require approximately a company 
worth of soldiers as well as supporting engineers. They will also work to continue to improve passage of info and coord 
between military, police and civilian elements lOT complete tasks. 


Assessment Of some concern is that there remains a sizeable citizen footprint in the town. These pers who did not evac, 
are remaining in place but police are blocking return of other citizens from outside town. This is causing some tension 
amongst the populace and with the City staff, both of whom who are less inclined to wait while the RCMP completes its 
very methodical sweep of the town. The BG continues to politely refuse requests from the RCMP to conduct security 
patrols and to assist with traffic control. As a result of a SofM that sees comprehensive clearance be conducted before 
any re-entry and remediation is started, there are few tasks for the BG beyond the coy assisting in the comprehensive 
clearance. | may be able to thin out or reassign at least one coy within the next 24 hours. 
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3VP Sector East 


The 3 PPCLI Recce Party is in Medicine Hat and as at 222330 Jun, the lead coys were expected to arrive within the hour. 
The city plan to build a berm along the South side of the river has been reassessed as inadequate, and they now plan to 
move the berm line inland an additional 3 blocks. There is a requirement to build 1.5 Km of berm and dyke by 240600 
Jun. CO 3 VP plans to start within the hour. His SALH elements are filling sandbags now, and as soon as bus parties 
arrive, he will work them until 23 0400 Jun, before allowing a brief period of forced rest. It is his assessment that the 
limiting factor will not be personnel, but rather the arrival of Hesco Bastion and earth fill prior to the cresting of the river. 
The City has requested Hesco from Winnipeg, and we are awaiting authority from CJOC to release 1500 Hescos from 7 
CFSD. My staff and yours are working on procuring the 53' flatbed trailers and trucks that will be required to move that 
amount of Hesco. 


Assessment This will be a race against time. If CO 3 VP requires additional soldiers, they can be freed up from LdSH 
and 1 VP BGs with no to negligible impact on activities in their sectors. Having said that, it is too early to tell if more 
labour will make a difference - that should be clear by tomorrow morning. 


41 TBG - Sector Calgary 


The TBG is currently assisting the Calgary Fire Department with mobility, assigning 4 x assault boats to move through 
flood affected communities and allow Calgary Fire to identify anyone still remaining in the area. The task is expected to 
be complete by 2200 hrs this evening. Earlier task today of assisting Calgary City officials in conducting a recce of berms 
along the Elbow River is now complete, with all DRCs returned to Currie Barracks. Future activities will likely include 
possible berm / sandbag tasks and support to the evacuation of a Calgary community (TBD). 


Assessment CEMA is very well organised and resourced. We will continue to help where we can. | intend to leave the 
TBG in location as long as there are viable tasks for them to complete. 


1CER 


The Regiment has been busy with much of its capability allocated to support the BGs They have completed a recce and 
minor repairs of Hwy 1 and 1A from Canmore to Calgary. All rte pavement intact and trafficable by civ patterns. The 
continue to support mobility of RCMP within HIGH RIVER and to conduct route remediation of Hwy 40 (Kananaskis Trail). 
At approx 1830hrs, the LCC HQ received word that the Crowfoot Ferry was in danger of breaking free of his mooring 
lines, and potentially releasing down river to BASSANO Dam. Elements from the 1 CER IRU were quickly dispatched to 
conduct an assessment of the scene, including a recce party, dive team, 1 CER Dive Boats, and elements NAVRES from 
HMCS TECUMSEH . In discussions with the Alberta Transport reps on the scene, they have determined that the ferry is 
still safely anchored, and that attempts to improve its anchoring may well endanger the existing anchors. 


Assessment As is to be expected, there are an abundance of tasks for the engineers. As coy and BG elms no longer 
require their Engineer assets, they will be reassigned to support the main effort. | am also considering using the 
Regimental HQ as a C2 node that will allow me to conduct an economy of force mission in Sector West. 


Overall Assessment 


| believe that in the next 24 hours, we will have a much better sense of the ongoing requirement for our support to Sector 
West and Sector Central, and a more defined assessment of troops to task in Sector East. | envisage an economy of 
force mission in the West, a reconstituted BG sized reserve in Edmonton, and a reduced presence in the Center, all 
within the next 48 hours. This will allow us to recock and reload for potential follow on tasks if required, and set the 
conditions for the successful mission termination of Op LENTUS.

‘Hell to pay:’ Residents angry as RCMP sieze guns from High River homes 
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‘It’s just like Nazi Germany,’ says resident

Evacuees confronted the RCMP on the northwest corner of town in a bid to enter the Town of High River on Thursday, 
June 27th 2013, one week after the Highwood River Flooded leaving the whole town empty. RCMP laid a spike belt 
down across the road to prevent them from travelling down it.

HIGH RIVER — RCMP revealed Thursday that officers have seized a “substantial amount” of firearms from homes in the 
evacuated town of High River. 


“We just want to make sure that all of those things are in a spot that we control, simply because of what they are,” said 
Sgt. Brian Topham. 


“People have a significant amount of money invested in firearms ... so we put them in a place that we control and that 
they’re safe.” 


That news didn’t sit well with a crowd of frustrated residents who had planned to breach a police checkpoint northwest 
of the town as an evacuation order stretched into its eighth day. 


“1 find that absolutely incredible that they have the right to go into a person’s belongings out of their home,” said 
resident Brenda Lackey, after learning Mounties have been taking residents’ guns. “When people find out about this 
there’s going to be untold hell to pay.”

About 30 RCMP officers set up a blockade at the checkpoint, preventing 50 residents from walking into the town. 
Dozens more police cars, lights on, could be seen lining streets in the town on standby. 


Officers laid down a spike belt to stop anyone from attempting to drive past the blockade. That action sent the crowd of 
residents into a rage. 


“What’s next? Tear gas?” shouted one resident. 
“It’s just like Nazi Germany, just taking orders,” shouted another. 
“This is the reason the U.S. has the right to bear arms,” said Charles Timpano, pointing to the group of Mounties. 


Officers were ordered to fall back about an hour into the standoff in order to diffuse the situation and listen to 
residents’ concerns. 


“We don’t want our town to turn into another New Orleans,” said resident Jeff Langford. “The longer that the water 
stays in our houses the worse it’s going to be. We'll either be bulldozing them or burning them down because we’ve got 
an incompetent government.” 


Langford blasted High River Mayor Emile Blokland over comments made Wednesday in which Blokland said residents 
will be allowed to return after businesses, such as hardware and drug stores, are opened. 


“It was ridiculous,” said Langford. “I think he’s a puppet on a string.” 
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Langford said Premier Redford should come to High River to address residents’ concerns and provide information. 


“This is at the highest tension,” he said. “What’s going to happen next is that people are just going to be walking across 
these fields, and | don’t care if they put hundreds of thousand of police officers there, they’re not going to stop from 
getting in.” 


Sgt. Topham said he didn’t know when residents would be allowed to return to their homes. “People much higher up 
are going to make those decisions,” he said. 


He did confirm that officer relied on forced entry to get into numerous houses during the early stages of the flood 
because of an “urgent need”, said Topham. 


Police are no longer forcing themselves into homes and the residences that were forced open will be secured, he said. 


Topham said the confiscated firearms have been inventoried and are secured at an RCMP detachment. He was not at 
liberty to say how many firearms had been confiscated. 


“We have seized a large quantity of firearms simply because they were left by residents in their places,” said Topham. 


The guns will be returned to owners after residents are allowed back in town and they provide proof of ownership, 
Topham added. 


Residents promised to returned to the checkpoint at noon every day until they are allowed to return to their homes.

Latest sitreps provide good status of situation, force disposition, and operational efforts across the various sectors forces 
are assigned in Southern Alberta. Following are some addn points FYSA. 


Force strength is now over 2000 with additional forces assigned to Medicine Hat in the last 24 hours. Christian assesses 
that he is unlikely to require much new growth as he is able to do internal re-assignment of forces as individual 
community support efforts transition and as the crisis phase starts to pass to a remediation and recovery phase. Main 
effort now is preventative and flood mitigation efforts in Medicine Hat - crest expected there tomorrow. 


Specialist resources are aval to JTFW - 2 x Medium Girder Bridges and a ROWPU unit are in the JOA. Their use is 
controlled at Comd JTFW level. No need for further movement of specialist resources to the JOA at this 
stage. We maintain additional bridging capability at 24nhr NTM at the national level. 


SAR assets remain committed - Christian will sustain 2xSAR Griffon and 1x Cormorant until Medicine Hat peaks - 
allowing 1 x Cormorant to recover to Comox. JRCC Victoria has been able to maintain a Cormorant SAR primary in 
Comox throughout this period. Based on conditions, Christian will then release the second Cormorant tomorrow - and 
maintain rotary wing SAR/UTTH as he requires. We will report SAR asset re-posturing pro-actively and in advance of 
their movement (J3 for action). 


The Provincial Operations Centre (POC) expects that the flood crisis phase should start to conclude on or about 26 June 
- Medicine Hat being the last downstream population centre of note. Requirement for general labor/support will start to 
reduce up to and beyond that time - while specialist support needs may persist - specifically bridging, water and power - 
and enabling emergency and utility organizations in their recovery efforts. Assessment of tasks and troops to task in 
these areas is still evolving. 


Comd JTFW has developed a decision support template to inform provincial level authorities and his decisions on military 
conditions for transition. He will table that this afternoon with the Alberta Minister of Public Safety - and then provide me 
feedback. Once in hand, I'll pass to A/DOS for your update tomorrow - and as a tool to inform MND and federal officials 
as required on how we are assessing conditions that will inform our transition out of operations. 


Further downstream - Christian has engaged personally with Saskatchewan EMO - they are well postured to deal with 
any effects in Saskatchewan and expect no RFA. 
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It is quite likely that a.good amount of committed forces will be recovering to home garissons soon - and mostly by the 
end of the week - while a substantial C2, Ln, and specialist support framework/force might persist beyond next 

weekend. The province is only 72 hours into this emergency - and Provincial, Municipal, and local emergency 
organizations, as well as first responders and utility/infrastructure recovery forces still have a lot of work to come. Pacing 
their work and sustaining their efforts in the medium term will be key to ultimate remediation and recovery. How much 
CAF support and for how long remains TBD - we will inform this and report as conditions are set and assessments are 
provided by JTFW. 


We are monitoring costs and will seek to track second order effects on the forces as this progresses. 


| anticipate that JTFW and provincial partners will benefit from a KLE as this goes from week 1 to 2. In the next couple of 
days | will explore the utility of conducting a KLE with Comd JTFW, AB POC, and then forces that are still being employed 
on Op LENTUS - this coming Friday/Saturday being the initial window | am considering. For Service Chiefs - I'll connect 
with you for your consideration to participate in a potential KLE - aided in movement by MilAir.

It is my assessment that we are very close to the point here in 
High River where the employment of military resources will no longer be required. 


During the past 24hrs, we have continued to assist the RCMP with their initial survey work of residential properties 
throughout the city. Military resources have been employed to assist the RCMP, ATCO and Fortis Power reps to get to 
properties in areas within the city that are still under water or covered in deep mud. The assault boats and our LAVs 
have allowed us to do this quite well. This survey work has been completed now, less a very small number of homes 
that cannot be accessed until water levels drop significantly in low lying areas. 


We have also assisted local authorities with rescuing a few citizens from their homes. Today there was an elderly lady 
and a wheel chair bound man who wanted to leave the city. We were able to assist the authorities with getting access 
to the properties. There are still a number of people who remain in their homes despite the mandatory evac order. We 
are starting to see more people decide to leave on their own because they are out of supplies and feel their homes are 
secure now. Others are simply fed up because the power has not been fully restored. 


We also recovered a EMS vehicle and another service vehicle out of two sink holes today. There were no injuries and 
the vehicles seem to be repairable. 


We have also assisted the various authorities with developing a common operating picture of the dangers within the 
city. Essentially we have developed a ground trace using a common map product and talc (kicking it old school). This 
trace is updated continually with safe routes, sink holes, danger areas and water levels etc so that key personnel are 
aware of the dangers and areas of concern can be prioritized. It also allows for safer movement of emergency services 
throughout the town. We are also using this product to track the progress of building inspections and safe zones where 
power can be restored. So it is a valuable tool for all involved in the disaster relief efforts. My Ops and Int staff along 
with the Engrs have been instrumental in this effort. 


My soldiers have also been extremely beneficial with information passage throughout the city. We have been 
conducting route recces throughout the day in order to maintain awareness of the dangers in the city. During these 
tasks, local citizens have naturally gravitated towards my soldiers looking for information. So we have been able to 
provide them with contact numbers for the crisis centre and websites where they can seek answers to their questions. 
This has proven to be extremely beneficial. The soldiers have shown a level of professionalism and compassion that is 
extremely impressive to say the least. In fact the hardest thing to do as their commander is to hold them back. They 
simply want to help but we realize the limitations of our involvement here in High River. 


it is my assessment that after Tuesday, there is nothing that we are doing here that cannot be done by local or 
provincial authorities. We are simply augmenting civilian engineer efforts, helping pass information to local civilians and 
assisting with coordinating efforts. The civilian contractors and engineers have more resources and personnel at their 
disposal each day and they are making great progress. 
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Tonight we are assisting the EOC staff with relocating their command post back to the High School where they started. 
Tomorrow | will also conduct an interview with CBC morning news and then we will support a media visit at approx 
1300hrs. We will continue with our support tasks to the RCMP and local authorities throughout the day but the focus of 
this assistance will largely be engineer related tasks such as plumbing and electrician work as well as the use of assault 
boats in the city. 


| would like to recommend that | send 1xrifle coy as well as Recce and Snipers back to Edm tomorrow. | will keep the 
Engr Sqn and 1 x rifle coy, along with Bn HQ and Admin Coy for one more day in order to ensure we have the capacity to 
meet any unforeseen tasks throughout the day, but also so that the entire BG does not simply pick up and leave. As you 
know optics are important and perception is reality. 

| will look to redeploy the remainder of the BG, including the Engr Sqn back to Edm NLT Wed, 26 June. | think the 
Construction Troop could also probably return to Edm at that time unless there is a desire to maintain a military 
signature here in High River, knowing that they will be overshadowed by civilian resources. 

Sorry for the rather lengthy e-mail but | wanted to paint an accurate and detailed picture for you since we are dealing 
with a very important decision point for this operation. | am available to discuss at your convenience tonight if 
required.

As of the end of the day today (25 Jun) the following forces would remain in location: 


High River 

- 200-300 personnel 

- engineering equipment 

- redeployment planned for 26 Jun at this time 


Calgary/Suffield 

- "unique capabilities" (primarily engineering equipment - bridging/ROWPU) will remain 

- some command and control as well as logistics assets 

- redeployment based on confirmation that these capabilities are no longer required (26 Jun) 


Forces located in the remaining areas will be redeployed to Edmonton. We will not leave any localities completely 
until such time as we receive confirmation that the provincial and local authorities are aware and comfortable with 
the redeployment of the military from that location. 
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Brigadier General Juneau would like to confirm if there are any requirements from the province for the engineering 
“unique capabilities" to remain beyond tomorrow? If there is no potential requirement from the province, he would 
like to start redeployment of those assets starting tomorrow as well.

1) “Yesterday, the reporter learned that RCMP officers, with the assistance of CF 
personnel, entered homes in High River, AB. RCMP officers apparently seized guns 
found in those homes. As this is an ongoing story the reporter is covering newspapers, 
Web sites, and TV news network. 1) What kind of orders or instructions where CF 
personnel given for this operation?2) Did CF personnel enter any private residences? If 
so, how many?3) Were CF personnel given instructions about which homes to enter? If 
so, what were they?4) Were owners of the homes alerted before RCMP entered the 
homes?5) How many homes did the CF personnel enter?6) How did the CF personnel 
gain entry to homes that were locked? Did CF personnel provide assistance to RCMP in 
gaining entry to any homes?7) How many CF personnel were tasked for this operation 
and what unit(s) do they belong to?8) When did this operation begin? Is it complete? Is it 
continuing?

e Once tasked by the Minister of National Defence, Canadian Armed Forces personnel 
worked in support of the Province of Alberta for disaster relief and emergency 
response operations. 


e Atits peak, approximately 2,300 Canadian Armed Forces personnel worked in 
support of relief efforts to the recent Alberta floods. 


e The Canadian Armed Forces' mandate was clear. Canadian Armed Forces personnel 
supported the RCMP in locating residents who were in distress or deceased; this may 
have required them to enter homes at the RCMP’s request. This did not include the 
seizure of any weapons while providing appropriate assistance to local authorities. 


e Over and above providing mobility support to local authorities and assistance in 
finding distressed or deceased people, the Canadian Armed Forces personnel also 
assisted local authorities in restoring power, communications and repairing the 
sewage treatment plant. 


e The initial request for assistance came on 21 June, and, following the Province’s 
indication that military assistance was no longer required, the Canadian Armed 
Forces began redeploying personnel on 25 June.

Attached is the 1CMBG Op LENTUS SITREP 
1VP IRU - Sector Central 


Last 24 - approximately 20 percent of HIGH RIVER has been searched in detail. CS_ established, colocated at fire hall 
with civil authorities. Under the lead of RCMP, elements are assisting in the conduct of house by house searches of 
town. 


Next 24 - BG to continue to provide mobility support to joint EOC, Police, Power and Gas elements. Currently continuing 
to improve passage of info and coord between military, police and civilian elements |OT complete tasks. Additionally, 
there is a notable citizen footprint in the town. These pers, who did not evac, are remaining in place but police are 
blocking return of other citizens from outside town. 


Environmental concerns - there are issues relating to breaks in water mains and gas lines as well as the overflow of the 
sewage system. BG proper has no immediate enviro concerns relating to operations. 


3VP IRU - Sector East 


Last 24. 

3 PPCLI Recce Party is in Medicine Hat. CO has spoken with city officials and they have requested support from the 
Province. We are now awaiting RFA to filter down through channels. Main body enroute to CFB Suffield and will muster 
there at until RFA is issued and tasks are assigned. 


Force layout is as follows: 

Recce Party: (10 pers) Currently at MEDICINE HAT EOC conducting Liaison with city officials. 1 Veh. 

Main Body: (201 pers) B Coy, Adm Coy, Cbt Spt Coy and 13 Fd Sqn with 42 B vehicles. Now departing AIRDRIE for 
CFB Suffield. 

FonF: A Sqn LdSH (69 pers) and 9 Veh is now departed from Edm to CFB Suffield. 

SALH: Attached SALH elms possess 13 vehicles and 22 pers. They are in situ in unit Armoury awaiting future tasks. 


Next 24: 

At this point, primary focus is sandbagging/barrier construction to protect low lying areas. City is working on its Sand Bag 
plan and 3VP will await their request. Plan will likely see soldiers working through the night to help city get ahead of the 
curve. 


Admin Points: 

2IC Adm is conducting recce of potential bed down at Crescent Heights High School. ASU Suffield is coming to the fight 
with much second line support. Tracking visit of Comd LCC and Comd JTFW to MEDICINE HAT tomorrow. CO's 
Assessment. City is hesitant and unaware of our capabilities. He plans to get our forces in tonight and push parties to 
where they are needed IAW the city's needs. 


LdSH(RC) IRU - Sector West 
Last 24. 
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VG COY - Coord evac of special needs pers from WILLIAM WALTON LODGE (WWL). 46 pers evac’d - situation is 
developing as we expect a provincial request to evac KANANASKIS. This operation involved 36 soldiers, 2 x GRIFFON, 
1 x CORMORANT. This event rec'd significant CA PRESS coverage - PAO was in place. 

A COY - 63 of 74 deployed to CANMORE and are working ISO RCMP and Fire Svcs. Tasks incl manning of information 
posts on entry to COUGAR CREEK, the pumping of water from the hospital in CANMORE (its now open to ambs for first 
time in 2 days), and traffic control. Coy currently established at a school adjacent to Canmore Fire Dept. 

C COY - established contact with civilians at Kananaskis Golf Club - no help req'd. Assisted in tpt of tools and parts to 
water treatment facility |!VO Kananaskis Golf Course.

Subject: High River - Initial Engr Assessment 

Sir, 


As discussed, I've been here for a couple of hours now, and had a chance to briefly discuss requirements with both 
RCMP leadership and EOC staff, but | have not yet been able to link up with the town engr. 


From the first-look assessment the greatest initial requirement will be mobility support in the form of boat operation. 
House to house searches will resume at 0700 hrs tomorrow, with six separate teams (RCMP team with ATCO rep and in- 
exremis infantry sp) going house to house throughout the town. There are also other boating requirements that will 
continue to come up from various emergency orgs. | see a requirement for at least 8 boats, with sections prepared to 
run shifts to sp round the clock ops, but that will likely continue to be refined. As soon as we had boats here tonight we 
would likely start to sp the RCMP with roving security patrols through the downtown during darkness hours (there is 
already significant looting activity noted). Our sp would strictly be for mobility, and pers would need to be clearly 
briefed on their ROE wrt interdiction of civilians. 


Route repair. City staff cited a likely future ask to assist with the repair of route washouts. This is a possible task, but 
unlikely to be reqd in the next 48 hrs. 

WFE Sp. The town currently has no water treatment tech in location, and is looking for someone to help with an initial 
assessment of the status/condition of their Level 2 water treatment plant. 


Debris cleanup. This is also a likely future ask that is not an immediate priority. 


Pumping of standing water. As water levels drop there will be a requirement to pump large amounts of standing water 
back into the river basin. The town is currently sourcing pumps, and we may be able to sp with pump operation in the 
coming days.

Subject: Current Situation - High River - 25 June 


Colonel, 


You are already tracking the thinning out of BG elements today. To confirm, | currently have BG HQ, Admin Coy, B Coy 
vehicles and crews, 11 Fd Sqn complete and an CE Troop here in High River. 


Military activities today were focused on some construction engr tasks for plumbers and electricians etc, as well as 
support to the EOC. This support to the EOC has consisted of the further development of the ground maneouvre trace 
as discussed yesterday, as well as some planning support to the development of the re-entry plan. | would stress that 
this support has been very minor, as it has largely involved assistance from our LO in the EOC and we have purposefully 
avoided becoming the loudest voice in the room since we are very much in a supporting role. As you can imagine, it is 
difficult not to take charge of this very important aspect of the efforts here in High River, but | am very sensitive to the 
fact that we cannot "own" this plan. My team was able to assist the municipal officials here with completing the initial 
draft of the re-entry plan. This will be briefed to the Mayor either tonight or early tomorrow morning. We are not 
involved in this brief. 


| have discussed next steps with the Director of the EOC, Brian Cornforth as well as the Chief of Operations for the EOC, 
Conrad Westerson. They have both indicated that they no longer see a role for the military here in High River. | asked 
specifically about the engineer boats and construction troop. They feel that they have access to suitable boats in the 
event that there is an emergency in the deeply flooded areas. They indicated that the water levels will likely drop 
tomorrow in some areas since they have completed work on one of the two dyke systems today and are already 
pumping water out of these fow lying areas. 


i have also confirmed that they do not see a requirement to keep our construction troop pers involved in the restoration 
efforts. The Troop has been very useful but only involves 18 pers and they don't offer any specific expertise that does 
not already exist among civilian contracted resources. In fact, there may be a danger that the military could be accused 
of taking work from these contractors if they continue their work here. As you know, more and more resources are . 
being brought into High River and the city engineers, Telus, ATCO and Fortis power employees are doing outstanding 
work to restore critical infrastructure here. Today, city work crews have been clearing streets, towing cars and 
removing sandbags from store fronts. They have restored pumps to the key sewer lift stations and they were 
functioning this evening. The potable water system will also likely be restored tomorrow and power is available in many 
parts of the city but has not been turned on until the EOC deems it safe to do so. The efforts are very much 
transitioning to clean up tasks within the downtown core, along key routes and around critical infrastructure. As you 
know, we do not see a role for military resources as part of this clean up operation at this time. 


| conducted a number of media interviews today and provided 4 x LAVs to assist with the tpt of reporters to a key area 
of town. Most of the questions were focused on restoration of basic utilities and what type of dangers still exist in the 
community. There is growing angst among the citizens who remain in High River and those who left and are not 
allowed back. | am concerned that if we remain in High River much longer, we may become part of the problem vice 
the solution as we could become a burden. 
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Based on my discussions with the EOC Director and the amazing work that has been completed and indeed ongoing by 
the utility companies and municipal resources, | believe it is time for us to completely disengage from High River. We 
will recognize the amazing support provided to us particularly by the Highwood High School and the Fire Dept. | will 
offer to the mayor that we would be happy to return at some point in the future and recognize the efforts of all the 
people involved in this disaster relief in High River and even bring some LAVs back for a parade or a rodeo if he would 
like. 


With your permission, | would like to send B Coy vehs back to Edm at O800hrs tomorrow followed by the remainder of 
the BG elements throughout the remainder of the morning. The Minister of Public Safety will be here tomorrow 
morning for a short media event. | am told that only the RCMP will be involved in this but | will be prepared to be 
present if required. 


As we look at the next bound, | am very concerned that if the remainder of 1VP does not return to Edm within the next 
24hrs, we will adversely impact our PCF crses and our D+90 trg for TF 1-13. We are relying on the next two weeks to 
complete some critical PCF crse prerequisite trg in order to ensure we can meet the requirements for this high readiness 
gateway trg. As you know the LAVs need some critical maintenance and | need to get 12 of them into Second Line for 
the EFDA repairs. Never a dull moment as you know. 


Once again Colonel, sorry for the lengthy e-mail but | know the importance of this info. | am available to discuss these 
issues at your convenience Colonel.

E GENERAL MEDICINE HAT remains the tactical key terrain. Upon 3PPCLI’s arrival, there had been no 
beginning of sandbagging. The arrival of the 3PPCLI IRU in location and immediate start of fortifications by that unit 
seemed to galvanize the populace to begin work. The construction of 2.2km of HESCO berm by engrs made a huge 
contribution to the line, but overall construction efforts were slowed by the traffic congesting roads in and out of the 
threatened area. While the forecast for peak water seems to be somewhat lower than predicted two days ago, it is 
already topping some of the berms.

Boat operation in support of house surveys continues. It currently appears that these surveys may be completed before 
last light tonight, but there could well be some spill-over boating tasks that continue into tomorrow. 


The arrival of CT has had an immediate and positive impact on our overall operational effectiveness. Clean-up and 
maintenance of the water-treatment plant was conducted throughout the morning, with the WFE Tech providing much 
appreciated help and advice to the local technicians. EGS techs continue to provide advice and sp to town personnel 
working to restore power to lift stations. Clean-up of silt and debris in lift stations has been an initial focus. Struct techs 
have provided advice to RCMP dive team conducting entry and search of damaged structures. 


Responding to a request for sp from town personnel, the Sqn installed a series of industrial pumps and piping intended 
to sp the large-scale dewatering of submerged areas in the East of the town. These pumps will be operated by local 
volunteers and this task will not endure beyond today. 


A provincial geomatics support team arrived and setup their equipment in HIGH RIVER today, and we have worked to 
enable them to best sp the EOC. A recce element from the sqn supported a town-led recce, surveying all priority routes 
within the town. This info will feed what will essentially become the "MDGT" to guide EOC operations and planning.

Our prime employment here in HIGH RIVER continues to be boat operation; we are supporting five search teams with 
RCMP and ATCO pers conducting the door-to-doors surveys in Sector 8 (Eastern portion of town). With the current 
progress it appears likely that the search of all submerged portions of the town will be complete by end of day 
tomorrow. 


A four-man element of tradesmen arrived here today and moved with public works pers to assess how we can best 
support the restoration of water and sewer systems in the town. Their initial analysis has identified the following key 
tasks: 


-support to waterplant operation and maintenance. 
-Pulling waterlogged pumps and assisting with inspection and repair. 
-Inspection and repair of waterlogged generators. 


| concur with the recommendation from the tradesmen here that CT complete be deployed to begin work in this AO. | 
can employ them in a variety of cross-trade roles in the tasks above, and can leverage the Tp HQ to better develop the 
scope of work.

Colonel, 


All pers from 1VP arrived early this morning in High River. Approx 310 pers on the grnd at the moment. C Coy remains 
OPCOM to LdSH. 


We augmented several static RCMP checkpoints throughout the night and conducted roving ptls in the city. 


Comprehensive search of the city will commence this morning. There will be eight search teams comprised of RCMP, 
military, ATCO Gas and Power reps, along with an Adv Search Team which will consist of RCMP, military (recce and 
engrs) and ATCO gas and power reps. The intent is to systematically move through the various neighborhoods within 
the city, knocking on all homes and ensuring any remaining civilians are not in danger and all pers are accounted for. 
Cleared homes will be marked by yellow police tape. The RCMP will gain entry to all homes and will be the initial 
interface with residents. Military pers will simply augment the RCMP presence and assist with the search for personnel. 


The RCMP is also concerned with residents attempting to get back into the city and to their homes. The RCMP have 
established static checkpoints on the Hwy and around the city. They have requested military assistance simply as an 
added presence but not in any enforcement role. It is my intent to maintain a CF presence along the main Hwy |OT 
assist the RCMP with their tasks. 


The next coord meeting will occur at O900hrs at the EOC in High River. | anticipate that the comprehensive search will 
be completed by the end of the day. There will likely be increased pressure from local residents to return to their 
homes. | will be meeting with the provincial EM officer, John Evans later this morning to discuss the re-entry and re- 
integration plans for High River. 

We are expecting Cbt Engrs to arrive later this morning with boats etc. The RCMP are eager to have the boats to assist 
with the search tasks. | cannot confirm the integrity of bridges in the area but we are not aware of any that have been 
completely compromised at this time. 

| will provide an updated sitrep following the morning coord at O900hrs.

| have still not received orders from JTFW. | have however spoken with Shane Schreiber, and have a much better 
understanding of the situation. 


Comd JTFW is looking at this in three broad phases: 


e Search and Rescue 
e Humanitarian Assistance and Disaster Relief 
e Redeployment 


The water is moving from West to East, and is not expected to peak until tomorrow. The Province anticipates that there 
may be follow on tasks East and North of Calgary in the coming days 


We are basically looking at assisting local authorities in the provision of resupply, evacuation and re-entry, which 
suggests coy size groupings that have TCV, some LAVs for mobility, engrs, MPs and watermanship elms. 
Geographically, we are to focus initially on three objectives: 


e CANMORE - the hospital is cut off, and they may need assistance with evac, and resupplying the hospital. 

e KANANASKIS - the Delta Resort is cut off, with 700 pers stranded. They will need assist with evac and resupply. 
There are over 600 pers stranded in backcountry. They will need assist with evac. 

e HIGH RIVER - they will need help within the next 24-48 hrs to support re-entry ops - engrs and army guys to help 
utility providers etc make their way back into the town 


| will org us into sectors based on immediacy of threat. LdSH BG will have Sector West, which includes Kananaskis and 
Canmore. 1 VP will be Central. 3 VP will be the reserve. LCC to be established IVO Calgary. Likely staging area and 
LOC node in Red Deer. 


LdSH - | need you to push your recce party into Cochrane to a) find a location to bed down, and b) establish comms with 
the DEMs in Canmore (403-678-1553) and Kananaskis (Mark Stories 403-493-0359) Kananaskis is the priority. Once 
your Vanguard gets an hour kip, pull them fwd to Cochrane for immediate tasking.

4. SERVICE AND SUPPORT 


a. Finance. Res formations are not to expend funds until auth by Comd JTFW. All expenses will 
be cost captured with a view to recovery.

Armouries in RED DEER (55th Street Armoury, 4402 55 St, Red Deer, AB

sufficient for minimum of 72 hrs. Resupply will be coordinated by 1 CMBG G4 Ops and 
1 Svc Bn.

5. COMMAND AND SIGNALS 


IRU elements will be in support of 
AEMA auths and identified DEMS. 


b. _Air Assets. OPCOM of air assets is delegated to JTFW Commander from Combined Forces Air 
Component Commander (CFACC) (CJOC) for force employment based upon air tasking orders, 
warning orders or operations orders. The CFACC or a designated ACC will be responsible for all 
tasking of Canada-wide aerospace resources. It is anticipated that ACCE(W) will be designated as 
the ACC if required. Upon approval of an air force package, CJOC will transfer OPCON/TACON of 
designated aerospace forces to JTFW. 


c. LCS. LCS Kits will be deployed with IRU to provide Situational Awareness to Comd JTFW. 2 x 
LCS Kits will remain in Edmonton on 2 hrs NTM to be deployed on order in support of JIMP 
requirements as required by Comd JTFW. It is anticipated that LCS kits may be deployed to OGD 
Operations centeres to provide necessary SA. 

Communications deficiencies and Immediate Operational Requirements beyond 
capacity of Unit level are to be identified immediately through Chain of Command to LFWA G6 
for consequence management.

CAF members are not authorized to physically restrain members of the public from entering evacuated, 
damaged or areas otherwise in need of control nor in the protection of critical infrastructure from vandalism, theft or 
other criminal acts" 


3. As such sir, when we communicate we are assisting RCMP, we are helping in "evacuation" efforts. We must be clear 
that we are not there in a "policing" capacity). 


4. In speaking with Eric Cameroon, your PAO, | understand that this is already being communicated that way to the 
RCMP. I'm simply writing to ensure we maintain consistency with media as well. | understand that tomorrow we can 
expect to see RCMP and CAF walking door to door. We can expect that media will have imagery of CAF assisting RCMP. 
It is for this reason | stress the importance of ensuring we are not seen to be "policing".

ADDITIONAL INFORMATION / RENSEIGNEMENTS SUPPLEMENTAIRES Q&As / Questions et réponses 

Q1. Has the Government of Alberta requested assistance from the Canadian Armed Forces? 

Al. The Royal Canadian Mounted Police in Alberta had earlier requested assistance from the Canadian Armed Forces 
as part of their search and rescue efforts. Since then, the Government of Alberta formally requested assistance from 
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Public Safety which, in turn, requested assistance from the Canadian Armed Forces in dealing with some of the human 
impacts of widespread flooding in the southern portion of the province. 

Q2. What response has the Canadian Armed Forces provided thus far? 

A2. The Commander of Joint Task Force West, in consultation with the Deputy Premier of Alberta, has deployed 
elements of his Immediate Reaction Unit to conduct operations in affected regions of the province. 

Q3. Where are the troops deploying to provide support? 

A3. Currently Army troops are deployed in various location in Southern Alberta providing support specifically in 
High River, Calgary, Canmore/Kananaskis . We are preparing for and positioning troops for possible deployment to 
Medicine Hat. The troops, should they be called into Medicine Hat would be coming mostly Edmonton. Should more 
troops be required, we have Reserve soldiers available to assist in the vicinity of Medicine Hat. 


Q4. How many troops are deployed? 

AS. In Southern Alberta in the area the total Canadian Army contribution is currently approximately 1500+ . This 
includes 400 Primary Reserve. 

QS. Where are the troops from? 

AS. Most of the troops are coming from 1 Canadian Mechanized Brigade Group from Canadian Forces Base 


Edmonton. Additionally, the Reserve soldiers from Calgary are already providing support, while Reserve soldiers from 
BC, MB, SK are prepared to assist if required. 

Q6. What Air Force support has been provided? 

A6. The CH146 helicopters, along with LFWA and 1 Canadian Mechanized Brigade Group, are some of the RCAF assets 
that currently support provincial emergency responders with aviation mobility for evacuations and logistics support. 


We currently have nine aircrafts supporting the floods. This includes a total of six Griffon helicopters (five in Calgary and 
1 in Edmonton). In addition, we have two Cormorants in Calgary and lastly we have 1 CP Aurora which has conducted an 
ISR mission. 

Q7. How will the deployment of search and rescue aircraft impact the Canadian Armed Forces’ ability to conduct 
search and rescue missions elsewhere in Canada? 

A7. The Royal Canadian Air Force response to the Alberta floods will not impact our ability to respond to other search 
and rescue missions. 

Q8. What type of support has the Army been asked to provide? 

A8.The Province of Alberta has requested support in humanitarian assistance, provision of engineering services, 
assistance in the evacuation and safeguarding of at risk persons and critical infrastructure. 

Q9. Is JTFW engaging in any policing type functions, such as assistance to law enforcement? 

AQ No. JTFW is not engaging in any policing type actions. We are however assisting local law enforcement in their 
evacuation efforts. 

Q10. Is JTFW providing medical services support? 

A10. CAF Health Services elements will not provide medical care to civilians except to alleviate pain and suffering and to 
preserve life to the extent required to evacuate the patient to a civilian medical facility. 

Q11. How long will CAF provide support? 

A11. CAF will provide assistance to the provincial authorities as long as we are required.

1) Overview - 1 PPCLI continues to operate with RCMP, AEMS personnel, Municipal Emergency services and local Fire 
department, power, water, sewage and volunteer organizations. 


2) 1 PPCLI BG has three search elements based on sub-unit groups surging the door-to-door town of HIGH RIVER at this 
time. 


A) A Coy is searching north and west portions with its full strength. 

B) B Coy is searching the center portion and the down-town business core. 

C) 11Fd Sqn is operating amphibious searches with its boat assets, in concert with RCMP and conservation authorities. 
D) BG HQ has fused comms between, EOC, Fire Dept, RCMP, volunteers and the communications staffs. LOs are 
embedded in each organization, and, after some liaison, the Fire Dept distributed radios to all elements for common 


means of communication. This has exponentially increased SA and coordination. 


E) Aerial recce's were conducted yesterday via RCMP helo, providing imagery of affected areas. Subsequent recce are 
being coorded to continue driving assessment on need for support. 


3) The way ahead is continued assessment of progress. The two criteria for the EOC to seek re-entry of population are 
provision of sewage and water collection/distribution and activation. Progress on this is steady, however the triggers 
have not been achieved.

Sir, 


Overall a very productive day that culminated with the deployment of the 3 VP BG to Medicine Hat (Sector East). 
The Brigade is in full swing now, and with the addition of the 41 CBG elements, we have over 2000 troops 
committed to the task. | do not believe that we should commit any more troops to the fray at this point - indeed | 
feel that we are only 24-48 hours away from considering thinning out or reassignment of forces. 


LdSH(RC) - Sector West 


In addition to the initial evacuation of 120 pers with TCV from KANANASKIS Village, the coordination of 
evacuation of special needs personnel from WILLIAM WALTON LODGE (WWL) has gone well, and 36 soldiers, 2 
x GRIFFON, 1 x CORMORANT have managed to evacuate 73 pers with additional 35 to be evacuated by 0200 
when military helos will come off station. As you are no doubt aware, the province is considering ordering an 
evacuation of the entire KANANASKIS region. With the remediation of Route 40 by our Engineers up to 
Kananaskis Village, and the evacuation of the special needs people in WWL, the Kananaskis authorities are now 
convinced that they can handle any further evacuation with their own means and will not require additional military 
assistance. Additionally, our assistance with the transportation of tools and parts to the Kananaskis Village 
means that they now have power and potable water. In the CANMORE Area, A Coy has been manning 
information posts on the re-entry points to COUGAR CREEK, and assisted in the pumping of water from the 
hospital in CANMORE (it is now open to ambs for first time in 2 days) - they will relocate to Bow River with the 
rest of the BG tomorrow morning. 
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Assessment. The local authorities in Kananaskis and Canmore are now into the stage of re-entry and 
remediation, less the evacuation in WWL and South, which will now be managed by municipal and provincial 
assets. CO LdSH assesses that there are no longer any tasks for his personnel. The Calgary Stampede 
Breakfast Committee is laying on a Stampede Breakfast for his BG tomorrow morning. He will continue to liaise 
with authorities in both regions, but it is unlikely that there will be any further tasks from Canmore or 
KANANASKIS. | may be able to thin out or reassign the bulk of the BG in the next 24 hours, whether it be to 
Edmonton to reconstitute my Reserve, or to other tasks further East. 


1VP - Sector Central 


The focus is very much on continuing the clearance searches and approximately 20 percent of HIGH RIVER has 
now been searched in detail. CS has been established, co-located at fire hall with civil authorities. Under the 
lead of RCMP, elements are conducting house by house searches of town. For the next 24 hours, elements of the 
BG will continue to provide mobility support to joint EOC, Police, Power and Gas elements. These tasks require 
approximately a company worth of soldiers as well as supporting engineers. They will also work to continue to 
improve passage of info and coord between military, police and civilian elements |OT complete tasks. 


Assessment Of some concern is that there remains a sizeable citizen footprint in the town. These pers who did 
not evac, are remaining in place but police are blocking return of other citizens from outside town. This is causing 
some tension amongst the populace and with the City staff, both of whom who are less inclined to wait while the 
RCMP completes its very methodical sweep of the town. The BG continues to politely refuse requests from the 
RCMP to conduct security patrols and to assist with traffic control. As a result of a SofM that sees comprehensive 
clearance be conducted before any re-entry and remediation is started, there are few tasks for the BG beyond the 
coy assisting in the comprehensive clearance. | may be able to thin out or reassign at least one coy within the 
next 24 hours. 


3VP Sector East 


The 3 PPCLI Recce Party is in Medicine Hat and as at 222330 Jun, the lead coys were expected to arrive within 
the hour. The city plan to build a berm along the South side of the river has been reassessed as inadequate, and 
they now plan to move the berm line inland an additional 3 blocks. There is a requirement to build 1.5 Km of berm 
and dyke by 240600 Jun. CO 3 VP plans to start within the hour. His SALH elements are filling sandbags now, 
and as soon as bus parties arrive, he will work them until 23 0400 Jun, before allowing a brief period of forced 
rest. It is his assessment that the limiting factor will not be personnel, but rather the arrival of Hesco Bastion and 
earth fill prior to the cresting of the river. The City has requested Hesco from Winnipeg, and we are awaiting 
authority from CJOC to release 1500m Hescos from 7 CFSD. My staff and yours are working on procuring the 53' 
flatbed trailers and trucks that will be required to move that amount of Hesco. 


Assessment This will be a race against time. If CO 3 VP requires additional soldiers, they can be freed up from 
LdSH and 1 VP BGs with no to negligible impact on activities in their sectors. Having said that, it is too early to 
tell if more labour will make a difference - that should be clear by tomorrow morning. 


41 TBG - Sector Calgary 


The TBG is currently assisting the Calgary Fire Department with mobility, assigning 4 x assault boats to move 
through flood affected communities and allow Calgary Fire to identify anyone still remaining in the area. The task 
is expected to be complete by 2200 hrs this evening. Earlier task today of assisting Calgary City officials in 
conducting a recce of berms along the Elbow River is now complete, with all DRCs returned to Currie Barracks. 
Future activities will likely include possible berm / sandbag tasks and support to the evacuation of a Calgary 
community (TBD). 


Assessment CEMA is very well organised and resourced. We will continue to help where we can. | intend to 
leave the TBG in location as long as there are viable tasks for them to complete. 


1CER 
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FW: Command Level Sitrep 


The Regiment has been busy with much of its capability allocated to support the BGs They have completed a 
recce and minor repairs of Hwy 1 and 1A from Canmore to Calgary. All rte pavement intact and trafficable by civ 
patterns. The continue to support mobility of RCMP within HIGH RIVER and to conduct route remediation of Hwy 
40 (Kananaskis Trail). At approx 1830hrs, the LCC HQ received word that the Crowfoot Ferry was in danger of 
breaking free of his mooring lines, and potentially releasing down river to BASSANO Dam. Elements from the 1 
CER IRU were quickly dispatched to conduct an assessment of the scene, including a recce party, dive team, 1 
CER Dive Boats, and elements NAVRES from HMCS TECUMSEH . In discussions with the Alberta Transport 
reps on the scene, they have determined that the ferry is still safely anchored, and that attempts to improve its 
anchoring may well endanger the existing anchors. 


Assessment As is to be expected, there are an abundance of tasks for the engineers. As coy and BG elms no 
longer require their Engineer assets, they will be reassigned to support the main effort. | am also considering 
using the Regimental HQ as a C2 node that will allow me to conduct an economy of force mission in Sector West. 


Overall Assessment 


| believe that in the next 24 hours, we will have a much better sense of the ongoing requirement for our support to 
Sector West and Sector Central, and a more defined assessment of troops to task in Sector East. | envisage an 
economy of force mission in the West, a reconstituted BG sized reserve in Edmonton, and a reduced presence in 
the Center, all within the next 48 hours. This will allow us to recock and reload for potential follow on tasks if 
required, and set the conditions for the successful mission termination of Op LENTUS.

Sir, | 
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Overall a very productive day that culminated with the deployment of the 3 VP BG to Medicine Hat (Sector East). The 
Brigade is in full swing now, and with the addition of the 41 CBG elements, we have over 2000 troops committed to the . 
task. { do not believe that we should commit any more troops to the fray at this point - indeed | feel that we are only 
24-48 hours away from considering thinning out or reassignment of forces. 


LdSH(RC) - Sector West 


In addition to the initial evacuation of 120 pers with TCV from KANANASKIS Village, the coordination of evacuation of 
special needs personnel from WILLIAM WALTON LODGE (WWL) has gone well, and 36 soldiers, 2 x GRIFFON, 1x 
CORMORANT have managed to evacuate 73 pers with additional 35 to be evacuated by 0200 when military helos will 
come off station. As you are no doubt aware, the province is considering ordering an evacuation of the entire 
KANANASKIS region. With the remediation of Route 40 by our Engineers up to Kananaskis Village, and the evacuation of 
the special needs people in WWL, the Kananaskis authorities are now convinced that they can handle any further 
evacuation with their own means and will not require additional military assistance. Additionally, our assistance with 
the transportation of tools and parts to the Kananaskis Village means that they now have power and potable water. In 
the CANMORE Area, A Coy has been manning information posts on the re-entry points to COUGAR CREEK, and assisted 
in the pumping of water from the hospital in CANMORE (it is now open to ambs for first time in 2 days) - they will 
relocate to Bow River with the rest of the BG tomorrow morning. 


Assessment. The local authorities in Kananaskis and Canmore are now into the stage of re-entry and remediation, less 
the evacuation in WWL and South, which will now be managed by municipal and provincial assets. CO LdSH assesses 
that there are no longer any tasks for his personnel. The Calgary Stampede Breakfast Committee ts laying ona 
Stampede Breakfast for his BG tomorrow morning. He will continue to liaise with authorities in both regions, but it is 
unlikely that there will be any further tasks from Canmore or KANANASKIS. | may be able to thin out or reassign the bulk 
of the BG in the next 24 hours, whether it be to Edmonton to reconstitute my Reserve, or to other tasks further East.

The focus is very much on continuing the clearance searches and approximately 20 percent of HIGH RIVER has now been 
searched in detail. CS has been established, co-located at fire hall with civil authorities. Under the lead of RCMP, 
elements are conducting house by house searches of town. For the next 24 hours, elements of the BG will continue to 
provide mobility support to joint EOC, Police, Power and Gas elements. These tasks require approximately a company 
worth of soldiers as well as supporting engineers. They will also work to continue to improve passage of info and coord 
between military, police and civilian elements {OT complete tasks. 


Assessment Of some concern is that there remains a sizeable citizen footprint in the town. These pers who did not 
evac, are remaining in place but police are blocking return of other citizens from outside town. This is causing some 
tension amongst the populace and with the City staff, both of whom who are less inclined to wait while the RCMP 
completes its very methodical sweep of the town. The BG continues to politely refuse requests from the RCMP to 
conduct security patrols and to assist with traffic control. As a result of a SofM that sees comprehensive clearance be

3VP Sector East 


The 3 PPCLI Recce Party is in Medicine Hat and as at 222330 Jun, the lead coys were expected to arrive within the hour. 
The city plan to build a berm along the South side of the river has been reassessed as inadequate, and they now plan to 
move the berm line inland an additional 3 blocks. There is a requirement to build 1.5 Km of berm and dyke by 240600 
Jun. CO 3 VP plans to start within the hour. His SALH elements are filling sandbags now, and as soon as bus parties 
arrive, he will work them until 23 0400 Jun, before allowing a brief period of forced rest. It is his assessment that the 
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limiting factor will not be personnel, but rather the arrival of Hesco Bastion and earth fill prior to the cresting of the 
river. The City has requested Hesco from Winnipeg, and we are awaiting authority from CJOC to release 1500m Hescos 
from 7 CFSD. My staff and yours are working on procuring the 53' flatbed trailers and trucks that will be required to 
move that amount of Hesco. 


Assessment This will be a race against time. If CO 3 VP requires additional soldiers, they can be freed up from LdSH and 
1 VP BGs with no to negligible impact on activities in their sectors. Having said that, it is too early to tell if more jabour 
will make a difference - that should be clear by tomorrow morning. 


41 TBG - Sector Calgary 


The TBG is currently assisting the Calgary Fire Department with mobility, assigning 4 x assault boats to move through 
flood affected communities and allow Calgary Fire to identify anyone still remaining in the area, The task is expected to 
be complete by 2200 hrs this evening. Earlier task today of assisting Calgary City officials in conducting a recce of berms 
along the Elbow River is now complete, with all DRCs returned to Currie Barracks. Future activities will likely include 
possible berm / sandbag tasks and support to the evacuation of a Calgary community (TBD). 


Assessment CEMA is very well organised and resourced. We will continue to help where we can. | intend to leave the 
TBG in location as long as there are viable tasks for them to complete. 


1CER 


The Regiment has been busy with much of its capability allocated to support the BGs They have completed a recce and 
minor repairs of Hwy 1 and 1A from Canmore to Calgary. All rte pavement intact and trafficable by civ patterns. The 
continue to support mobility of RCMP within HIGH RIVER and to conduct route remediation of Hwy 40 (Kananaskis 
Trail). At approx 1830hrs, the LCC HQ received word that the Crowfoot Ferry was in danger of breaking free of his 
mooring lines, and potentially releasing down river to BASSANO Dam. Elements from the 1 CER IRU were quickly 
dispatched to conduct an assessment of the scene, including a recce party, dive team, 1 CER Dive Boats, and elements 
NAVRES from HMCS TECUMSEH . In discussions with the Alberta Transport reps on the scene, they have determined 
that the ferry is still safely anchored, and that attempts to improve its anchoring may well endanger the existing 
anchors. 


Assessment As is to be expected, there are an abundance of tasks for the engineers. As coy and BG elms no longer 
require their Engineer assets, they will be reassigned to support the main effort. | am also considering using the 
Regimental HQ as a C2 node that will allow me to conduct an economy of force mission in Sector West. 


Overall Assessment

Colonel, 


Just finished our evening coord with civilian authorities. It is my assessment that we are very close to the point here in 
High River where the employment of military resources will no longer be required. 


During the past 24hrs, we have continued to assist the RCMP with their initial survey work of residential properties 
throughout the city. Military resources have been employed to assist the RCMP, ATCO and Fortis Power reps to get to 
properties in areas within the city that are still under water or covered in deep mud. The assault boats and our LAVs 
have allowed us to do this quite well. This survey work has been completed now, less a very small number of homes 
that cannot be accessed until water levels drop significantly in low lying areas. 


We have also assisted local authorities with rescuing a few citizens from their homes. Today there was an elderly lady 
and a wheel chair bound man who wanted to leave the city. We were able to assist the authorities with getting access 
to the properties. There are still a number of people who remain in their homes despite the mandatory evac order. We 
are starting to see more people decide to leave on their own because they are out of supplies and feel their homes are 
secure now. Others are simply fed up because the power has not been fully restored. 


We also recovered a EMS vehicle and another service vehicle out of two sink holes today. There were no injuries and 
the vehicles seem to be repairable. 


We have also assisted the various authorities with developing a common operating picture of the dangers within the 
city. Essentially we have developed a ground trace using a common map product and talc (kicking it old school). This 
trace is updated continually with safe routes, sink holes, danger areas and water levels etc so that key personnel are 
aware of the dangers and areas of concern can be prioritized. It also allows for safer movement of emergency services 
throughout the town. We are also using this product to track the progress of building inspections and safe zones where 
power can be restored. So it is a valuable tool for all involved in the disaster relief efforts. My Ops and int staff along 
with the Engrs have been instrumental in this effort. 


My soldiers have also been extremely beneficial with information passage throughout the city. We have been 
conducting route recces throughout the day in order to maintain awareness of the dangers in the city. During these 
tasks, local citizens have naturally gravitated towards my soldiers looking for information. So we have been able to 
provide them with contact numbers for the crisis centre and websites where they can seek answers to their questions. 
This has proven to be extremely beneficial. The soldiers have shown a level of professionalism and compassion that is 
extremely impressive to say the least. In fact the hardest thing to do as their commander is to hold them back. They 
simply want to help but we realize the limitations of our involvement here in High River. 


It is my assessment that after Tuesday, there is nothing that we are doing here that cannot be done by local or 
provincial authorities. We are simply augmenting civilian engineer efforts, helping pass information to local civilians and 
assisting with coordinating efforts. The civilian contractors and engineers have more resources and personnel at their 
disposal each day and they are making great progress. 


Tonight we are assisting the EOC staff with relocating their command post back to the High School where they started. 
Tomorrow | will also conduct an interview with CBC morning news and then we will support a media visit at approx 
1300hrs. We will continue with our support tasks to the RCMP and local authorities throughout the day but the focus of 
this assistance will largely be engineer related tasks such as plumbing and electrician work as well as the use of assault i 
boats in the city. 
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| would like to recommend that | send ixrifle coy as well as Recce and Snipers back to Edm tomorrow. | will keep the 
Engr Sqn and 1 x rifle coy, along with Bn HQ and Admin Coy for one more day in order to ensure we have the capacity to 
meet any unforeseen tasks throughout the day, but also so that the entire BG does not simply pick up and leave.

“We just want to make sure that all of those things are in a spot that we control, simply because of what they are,” said

“People have a significant amount of money invested in firearms ... so we put them in a place that we control and that 
they're safe.” 


That news didn’t sit well with a crowd of frustrated residents who had planned to breach a police checkpoint northwest 
of the town as an evacuation order stretched into its eighth day. 


“| find that absolutely incredible that they have the right to go into a person’s belongings out of their home,” said 
resident Brenda Lackey, after learning Mounties have been taking residents’ guns. “When people find out about this 
there’s going to be untold hell to pay.”

About 30 RCMP officers set up a blockade at the checkpoint, preventing 50 residents from walking into the town. 
Dozens more police cars, lights on, could be seen lining streets in the town on standby. 


Officers laid down a spike belt to stop anyone from attempting to drive past the blockade. That action sent the crowd of 
residents into a rage. 


“What's next? Tear gas?” shouted one resident. 
“It’s just like Nazi Germany, just taking orders,” shouted another. 
“This is the reason the U.S. has the right to bear arms,” said Charles Timpano, pointing to the group of Mounties. 


Officers were ordered to fall back about an hour into the standoff in order to diffuse the situation and listen to 
residents’ concerns. 


“We don’t want our town to turn into another New Orleans,” said resident Jeff Langford. “The longer that the water 


stays in our houses the worse it’s going to be. We’ll either be bulldozing them or burning them down because we’ve got 
an incompetent government.” 


Langford blasted High River Mayor Emile Blokland over comments made Wednesday in which Blokland said residents 
will be allowed to return after businesses, such as hardware and drug stores, are opened.

“It was ridiculous,” said Langford. “| think he’s a puppet on a string.” 

Langford said Premier Redford should come to High River to address residents’ concerns and provide information. 
“This is at the highest tension,” he said. “What's going to happen next is that people are just going to be walking across 
these fields, and | don’t care if they put hundreds of thousand of police officers there, they're not going to stop from 
getting in.” 


Sgt. Topham said he didn’t know when residents would be allowed to return to their homes. “People much higher up 
are going to make those decisions,” he said. 


He did confirm that officer relied on forced entry to get into numerous houses during the early stages of the flood 
because of an “urgent need”, said Topham. 


Police are no longer forcing themselves into homes and the residences that were forced open will be secured, he said. 


Topham said the confiscated firearms have been inventoried and are secured at an RCMP detachment. He was not at 
liberty to say how many firearms had been confiscated. 


“We have seized a large quantity of firearms simply because they were left by residents in their places,” said Topham. 


The guns will be returned to owners after residents are allowed back in town and they provide proof of ownership, 
Topham added. 


Residents promised to returned to the checkpoint at noon every day until they are allowed to return to their homes.
